hibition at this time. 
Mr. Schilling de­ 
clared th at the resolution proposed by 
Mr. Miller had been fully considered 
and voted down by the com m ittee on 
platform .

It w as H erodotus, th e fath er 
of history, w ho first com m ented in re­ 
corded w ritin g upon th is surprising 
circum stance respecting the crocodile." 
So O steologist Lucas, of th e S m ithson­ 
ian In stitu tio n , w as saying to a Stat 
w riter, and he added: “ You can find 
an o th er exam ple of n a tu re 's a d ap ta­ 
tion of th e jaw to use in the case of 
certain carnivores, like the o tte r—a big 
w easel th a t has acquired aquatic h a b ­ 
its. 
T he jaw s of such beasts are so 
fixed in th e sockets th a t dislocation is 
im possible. 
In som e 
instances you 
cannot, even a fte r th e anim al is dead, 
separate th e jaw from the head. 
T his 
arran g em en t is evidently designed to 
enable th e beast to bite to the greatest 
advantage w ithout danger th a t the 
chew ing ap p aratu s 
w ill com e loose 
T he elep h an t’s jaw , 
on 
th e other 
hand, not being intended for biting 
b u t for grinding vegetable food, is an 
appendage alm ost sep arate from the 
re st of the skull. 
A lthough enorm ous­ 
ly heavy it has only a sm all articu la­ 
tion connecting it w ith th e upper skull, 
and its w hole w eight is carried by the 
m uscles, in w hich it m ay be said to be 
slung, so th a t it can grind back and 
forth. 
A sn ak e's low er jaw is a t­ 
tached to a sort of o u trig g er extending 
back from its skull. 
Also th e tw o 
halves of th e jaw are connected by 
elastic ligam ents, so th a t it finds no 
difficulty in so stretch in g its inoutit 
sidew ays and perpendicularly as to be 
able to sw allow anim als m uch bigger 
th an itself. 
Some deep-sea fishes are 
sim ilarly rigged. 
T he hum an jaw is 
very loosely socketed in the skull, so 
th a t it is often dislocated by the m ere 
a ct of yaw ning. 
N ot being intended 
for b itin g purposes, offensive or de­ 
fensive, no atte n tio n seem s to have 
been paid by n a tu re to m aking it fast.

It angles for

T he auten n ariu s 
keeps its im itation worm w riggling ju st 
above its m outh, and w hen a victim 
com es 
w ithin reach it is 
gobbled 
prom ptly, th e jaw of the angler beng 
set vertically instead of horizontally, s* 
th a t it can receive th e gam e by sim ply 
opening a t th e top, a gentle suction as 
sisting th e perform ance.”—W ashington 
Star.
